But is this experience? 
What else can it be if not ex- 
perience—real spiritual experi-

for the gfts has never quite 
seemed to satisfy. God mani- 
fests the different gifts through 
His humble followers at times, 
and then they seeem to lay dor- 
mant for a while, and again 
when there is a need for the ex- 
ercise of a gift it makes a show- 
ing. But with all this there 
seems to be some heart cries in 
the depths of the soul that are 
inexpressible. It reminds me of 
Paul’s expression—groanings 
that cannot be uttered. I sup- 
pose nearly all who are hefore 
me tonight have had these cries 
in your hearts that nothing 
could satisfy. It is a groaning 
after God and some eternal 
glory yet to be revealed. “Oh, 
oh, oh,” you say; but can’t ex- 
press it much fuller. 

After considering the subject 
thus far we conclude that there 
was some good reason for 
Paul’s saying, “without contro- 
versy great is the mystery of 
godliness.” There are mysteries 
about divine things that we are 
unable to comprehend with our 
natural minds. But our spiritu- 
al nature is reaching out after 
spiritual things just as much as 
our physical nature demands 
food for its sustenance. With- 
out food our bodies will weaken 
away and die. It is the same 
with our spiritual nature. With- 
out spritual food our spiritual 
nature will famish and die. 
Those heart gnawings may 
sometimes be for spiritual food 
instead of such a craving for 
deeper experiences, yet I’m sure 
there are times there are long- 
ings and cravings for the deep- 
er depths of spirituals. 


- I suppose nearly all the mem- 


bers of the Church of God are’ 


baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and fire, therefore, it will take a 
different class of soul food to 
satisfy them to what it does 
people of less experience. And 
it is evident that Satan is fight- 
ing harder to keep the proper 
food away from them than any 
other class of people. He doesn’t 
want them fed and if he can 
slip in some poison occasionally 
it is his delight to do it. And 
this makes it all the more nec- 
essary for our mnisters to test 
every bit of food that is given 
out, to see if it agrees with the 
Bible rightly divided. And this 
adds the more responsibility to 





those who are the shepherds of 
the flocks. Milk may look like 
milk and meat may look like 
meat, and both may be the real 
material, but in it may be 
enough poison to destroy a 
whole flock. 

But no reasoning, no fears of 
poison, no threats by the enemy, 
keeps a faithful child of God 
from wanting more religion—a 
deeper experience and more of 
the grace and power of God 
Persecutions may arise and 
threaten to sweep us from the 
earth, but prayers will still go 
up for more of the very power 
that brings the persecutions. 
When the persecutions began to 
roll over the early disciples they 
did not ask God to let them quit 
and be easier about the matter, 
but instead of this they prayed 
earnestly saying, “And now, 
Lord, behold their threatenings: 
And grant unto thy servants 
that with all boldness they may 
speak thy word, by stretching 
forth thine hand to heal; and 
that signs and wonders may be 
done by the name of thy holy 
child Jesus.” And they prayed 
till the place was shaken and 
went right on doing the very 
things that would bring more 
persecutions. They wanted 
power to perform miracles, and 
more power for healings. This 
is the very thing we want and 
our hearts are crying out for a 
greater demonstration of His 
power. So we are certainly in 
perfect accord with the spirit of 
that great prayer meeting 
where they prayed till the 
place was shaken. 

There may be some opposi- 
tions to such rousing prayer 
meetings, but whatever will help 
to win souls to God is surely de- 
sirable. And these heart long- 
ings are not always from a 
standpoint of self interests, but 
rather a desire to be better and 
more thoroughly equipped for 
service, in order that more souls 
may be saved. One that is full 
of the love of God wants others 
saved. They can’t be satisfied 
to go on in a cold formal way 
and never see souls brought to 
salvation. And besides this we 
live on the converts. I mean 
that our spiritual life is more in- 
vigorated when salvation rolls 
in-our meetings and sinners are 
converted and believers sancti- 
fied and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. A church that does not 
bring souls to God is not what 
it should be. It may make a 
great display of its music, its 
ability to raise money to pay 
for its house for worship, but 
without souls brought in it is 
far, beneath its purpose in the 
world. It needs to have a 
prayer meeting that will shake 
the place and draw the fire of 
the enemy and make him rest- 
less because he is losing some 
of his forces. 

But it is the individual experi- 
ence that we are specially inter- 
ested in at this time, however, 
we can often be a help to one 
another in delving deeper into 
the Word of God and in explor- 
ing the deeper caverns of spirit- 
uals. The enemy of all righte- 
ousness would try to discourage 
and defeat the earnest seeker 
after the deeper experiences just 
like he tried to hinder you when 
seeking to be sanctified or bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost, but 
as earnest prayer and deep con- 
secration and unconditional sur- 
render to God won for you in 
those battles the same will win 
for you in hiding away in God. 
“For ye are dead, and your life 
is hid with Christ in God.” (Col. 
3:3) Such an _ experience is 
worth any kind of sacrifice and 
is cheap at any cost. Here is 
the reward, ‘‘When Christ, who 
is our life, shall appear, then 
shall ye also appear with him in 
glory.” (Col. 3:4) Agreeable to 








but we know that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like 
him; for we shall see him as he 
is.” 

Troubles are coming on the 
world thicker and faster that 
are calculated to drive the 
Lord’s children closer to Him. 
They see but little hope of 
peace and prosperity any more 
until the tribulations are over 
and the Lord returns. This con- 
dition causes them to pray more 
earnestly, consecrate more 
thoroughly, and long to be like 
Him. The greater the troubles 
the deeper the heart longings. 
This is what drove the disciples 
to that wonderful prayer meet- 
ing described in the fourth of 
Acts. This is what drove the 
children of Israel to desperation 
in prayer before they were de- 
livered from bondage in Egypt. 
There is indeed something ap- 
proaching, for many have joined 
with John in saying, “Even so, 
come, Lord Jesus.” (Rev. 22:20) 
And they hope to be like Him 
when He comes. 


Now, beloved, let us all try to 
nestle a little closer to our 
heavenly Father; and pull to- 
gether and help one another 
while we still remain in this cold 
and sinful world. God bless 
you all. Amen!

The biggest year of Bible circula- 
tion since the high levels of the war 
period, is reported by the Amerieganm 
Bible Society in their Annual Report 
just issued. 

The total number of volumes cireu- 
lated during the year was 4, 855, 464, 
which is more than a million in ex- 
cess of the distribution of the preced- 
ing year. The largest increase is 
shown in China, where 2,362,730 were 
circulated. From Japan, the Near 
East, and all of Latin America, there 
has come an increased demand so 
great that the Society has been unable 
to meet it. i 

During the year, the Society. has 








translation programs. The revised 
Spanish New Testament has been com- 
pleted and will be ready for distribu- 
tion during the coming year. Trans- 
lation work has gone forward also im 
Luragoli for missions in British Bast

Ques. What classes will be there? 

Ans. The great and small, the peo 
ple represented as death and hell and 
the sea gives up the dead.

“The fearful, and unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall have 
their part (with Satan) in the lake 
which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone: which is the second death.”

Ques. Does the above show that the 
resurrected wicked are consumed 
when Satan leads them against the 
city? 

Ans. No, only that part of the army 
that is literal, capable of being 
burned. They will then be resurrected 
and all classes stand before God. 

Ques. Then who will be cast into 
the lake of, fire? 

Ans. The antichrist, the false 
prophets, the devil and his angels and 
all whose names were not written in 
the book of life. Verse 15. 

Ques. Will there be some in the 
last resurrection who have their 
names in the book of life? 

Ans. Yes. Only one class went up 
in the first resurrection. 

Ques. Who were they? 

Ans. Blessed and holy are they who 
have a part in the first resurrection. 
Verse 6.
